Frankie Crocker, 63, the voice 
of New York's WBLS-FM radio

NEW YORK — Frankie Crocker, a top disc jockey, 
radio personality and program director for New 
York's WBLS-FM radio station for three decades, 
has died of cancer in a Florida hospital, station 
representatives said yesterday. 

Crocker, who was about 63, was hospitalized for 
pancreatic cancer about four weeks ago but had 
kept his illness a secret from friends and even his 
mother, said Debbie Jackson, an on-air personality 
at the station. 

Crocker joined Harlem-based WBLS soon after 
its founding in the early 1970s and within five years 
helped make it the city’s No. 1 station among liston- 
ers 18 to 34. ~

He last worked at WBLS about four years ago 
before moving to California, where he had a home, 
Jackson said. 

Crocker, who began his radio career while study- 
ing pre-law in his native Buffalo, also appeared on 
stations in Los Angeles, St. Louis an Chicago, host- 
ed ethnic community programs and emceed shows 
at Harlem's Apollo Theatre. 

As an actor, Crocker appeared in five films, 
including "Cleopatra Jones" and "Darktown 
Strutters.” 

He is survived by his mother. Funeral arrange- 
ments in Florida were incomplete, with a memorial 
service in New York later.

He operated his own shops and clubs — among them, 
Kings Hat Shop, Sonnys Barber Shop and the 1085 
Club. His best-known establishment, the Flower 
Garden, burned down in 1995. He was one of the first 
forerunners of black businessmen (in Newark). 


IRA POWELL, 60 

foster father to 100 youths 

He spent the last 20 years running a virtual 
“Boystown” in his home in Elizabeth, providing a fos- 
ter home to over 100 neglected or abused inner-city 
children. 

In 1981, with his own children beginning to leave the 
house for college and work, Mr. Powell and his wife, 
Sally, decided to turn their five-bedroom home on 
Walnut Street into a certified foster home. Many of 
the children, she added, came to her home with noth- 
ing but the clothes on their backs. The Powells would 
then take care of them, buy them sneakers and 
clothes, and teach them how to read and write. 


WILLIE COOKE, 76 

lead Trumpeter with Gillespie and Ellington 

Mr. Cook joined Ellington as a lead trumpeter, a role 
that requires stamina and doesn’t allow much room 
for solos. With some breaks, he remained in the band 
for almost a decade. He worked with B.B. King, Clark 
Terry and Count Basie in the late 70’s; in 1982, on 
tour with Count Basie, he traveled to Sweden and 
decided to settle inStockholm. He worked in Sweden 
for 11 years as a lead trumpeter with Gugge 
Hedrenius’s Big Blues Bland. 


REV. CHARLES C. LOCKHART, 87 

Minister in Newark 

Rev. Lockart was a minister at Mount Olivet Baptist 
Church for several years. Earlier, he served at Sweet 
Beulah Baptist Church, Newark, First Union Baptist 
Church, Neptune, and was interim minister at the 
Calvary Baptist Church, Red Bank.

SOCIAL SECURITY boosts cost-of- 
living an average of $29 а month - 
beginning in January, 2001. 

The cost-of-living announcement, affecting 45.2 
million Americans getting Social Security checks, 


is aimed at preventing rising inflation from eroding 
beneficiaries’ buying power. 


For 2001, the average Social Security check for 
all retirees will go from $816 to $845 a month, 
and from $1,363 to $1,410 for couples who both 
get benefits. Individuals who get Supplemental 
Security Income will get an increase from $512 
to $530 a month on average, while couples will 
see a monthly increase in SSI from $769 to 
$796. 


The Medicare doctors’ bill part B premium 
deducted from checks will increase $4.50, to 
$50 a month. 


Current workers and employers will see the 
maximum earnings subject to Social Security 
payroll tax go from $76,200 to $80,400. There is 
no earnings limit on the 1.45 percent Medicare 
payroll tax to cover Part A hospitalization for 
retirees and the disabled. 


Retirees 62 to 64 years old can earn up to 
$25,000 a year in outside income without losing 
$1 in benefits for every $3 they earn above the 
limit. The current limit is $17,000.
